In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Sisson directed attention to the patent of Hollis et al., where in 
Figure 4 and in column 6, first paragraph, an inter-electrode gap of 2 microns is disclosed. Mr. Sisson also directed 
attention to where at column 4, ca. line 40, the aspect of having polynucleotides, cells, and antibodies as the target is 
disclosed and where at column 5, last paragraph, the gap is defined as being on the order of the size of the target 
molecule. Mr. Sisson indicated that the limitation of claim 21 wherein the gap is "less than 3 microns," is met by this 
teaching. Mr. Sisson indicated that the patent to Hollis et al., qualifies as 102-type art as it has priority to1 1/1991 while 
the subject application has priority to 3/1996. 

Mr. Sisson indicated that the proposed amendment to the claims raises the following issues: (i) claim 38 seemingly 
generates an issue under 35 USC 112, fourth paragraph; (ii) claims 39 and 40 seemingly lack antecedent support for 
"the second molecule;" and (iii) the proposed cancellation of claim 26 would leave claim 59 indefinite as it presently 
depends from said claim 26. 

Ms. Granados indicated appreciation for the effort put forward in the review of the prior art and the proposed 
amendment and indicated that she would be back in touch with the examiner. 
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
